WHEELS. 


Odd C n x tom T h at Flourish« » * In S om e 
K or oy p an C ftie*. 
Among the roost interesting ceremo­ 
nies in Europe are the giants’ proces­ 
sions, as they are termed, which are 
held annually in v arious cities. 
They 
are especially popular in the Flemish 
prov inces of France and 
Belgium, 
where ev ery community of importance 
has some personage of huge propor­ 
tions intended to represent a hero or 
other notable of the past. Although of 
enormous size, the giants are carried 
abont the streets with little difficulty 
owing to the material of which they 
are composed. The skeleton is usually 
formed of light 
wood, 
with possibly 
one or two iron 
rods ex tending from 
the head to the feet to giv e strength 
to the structure. 
Ov er the skeleton is 
fastened a stiff fabric, such as canv as, 
and the proper proportions are obtain­ 
ed by padding with cotton, hay or some 
other suitable material. 
Upon this groundwork is placed the 
papier mache which usually forms the 
ex terior. 
This substance is So light 
and is applied with such skill that the 
resemblance to the human features 
and figure is really remarkable. 
Oc­ 
casionally the face is formed by a mask 
showing the flesh tints, but the majori 
ty of the giants may be termed enor­ 
mous dolls, since their mode of con 
struction Is so similar to that of this 
toy and so much of the same material 
enters Into their composition. At least 
once a y ear the giants are placed upon 
v ehicles and drawn about the streets in 
a procession, in which regular and v ol­ 
unteer soldiers take part, their escorts

Gov ernor Deneen Writes 
of States Attorney s WorK 


In an A rticle W ritten tor th e S aturday Evening P ost He Discloses 
W h at Should T a ke P la ce . 


Governor Chas 
S. Deneen has an 
article in the current number or the 
Satnrday Evening 
Post under tbe 
head “The Headwaters of Justice,” in 
which he discusses the duties and re­ 
sponsibilities of state s attorney s. The 
article, which is quite leng thy , has! 
the following : 
“There are two ways in which the 
people may help their prosecutor to 
uphold the law and to g ive strong , 
clean and fearless administration of 
his office. Let reform org anizations 
and civic societies be more zealous in 
furnishing the stats's attorney with 
evidence and with leg al and financial 
support than they are to furnish criti­ 
cism, and marvels can be accomplished 
in almost every community . 
Any 
larg e reform org anization that tackles 
a big and difficult campaig n of prose­ 
cution should realize that the 
expense 
to the state is very g reat, especially if 
much difficult preliminary work is 
done. The org anization g enerally ex­ 
pects to reap public credit if convic­ 
tion is secured: it is therefore not at 
ali improper for it to furnish some of 
tae sinews of war. 
Certainly such 
assistance would often spell the differ­ 
ence between success and defeat ” 
Continuing the 
discussion of this 
particular phase of tbe subject, the 
g overnor says: 
“Certain classes of 
crimes are likely to be broug ht. di­ 
rectly to the attention of the state’s 
attorney by the victims of the offenses. 
In this list forg ery, conspiracy and 
arson should be named. 
Not infre* 


g ated 
by 
the 
state’s 
attorney • 
Poisoning cases are especially likely 
to come into this categ ory. 
Certain 
classes of public 
w roD gs are likely to 
be broug ht to tbe state’s attorney ’s 
attention throug h oivie societies of a 
‘reform’ nature. 
“ Rig ht here, however, is one of the 
situations In 
which the state’s at­ 
torney is called upon to g ive proof of 
his judg ment and courag e. 
Very 
often the members of the civic so­ 
ciety do Dot discriminate bitweon the 
moral certainty ’ and the leg al evi­ 
dence. They are inclined to take the 
lay man’s viewpoint, which loses sig ht 
of the technical 
question of leg al 
proof and takes larg e account of the 
moral wrong which they are ‘satisfied’ 
has been committed. The evidence 
by which that wrong is to be placed 
before a jury for action is not in many 
instances so well considered by the 
oivic and reform society as are the 
broad moral aspects of the case. This 
accounts for the failure of thousands 
of prosecutions orig inating with well- 
meaning and public-spirited societies 
whose zeal outweig hs their knowledg e 
of the facts and the law of leg al evi­ 
dence and of the application of the 
statutes. 
Quite naturally , perhaps, 
the state’s attorney is usually blamed 
and often denounced when he will not 
push a case of this kind. If he is un. 
duly sensitive to public opinion, he’ 
will, perhaps, prosecute the case when 
he knows that there Is no chance of 
conviction. Then arises the pertinent

Professor Frederick Starr, the enthu­ 
sia stic a nthropolog ist of C hica g o uni­ 
versity, sa iled from N ew York the oth­ 
er da y for A frica on what is thought 
to be one of the most im porta nt ethno­

m ission 
being a 
yea r’s so­ 
journ in the w ilds of the centra l A f­ 
rica n jung le to Investig a te the habits, 
custom s, etc., of the pyg m ies, the yel­ 
low men and the ca nniba ls of tha t re­ 
gion, sa ys the N ew York Tribune. The 
rem a rka ble bla ck lilllputia us of Africa 
form one of the enig m a s of the dark 
continent. 
P rofessor Sta rr hopes to 
throw new light upon their origin and 
a ncestry by m a king a series of pla s­ 
ter ca sts, physica l m ea surem ents, pho­ 
nog ra phic records, m oving pictures and 
hundreds of photog ra phic neg a tives of 
them . For this purpose he ta kes w ith 
him an expert young M exica n pbotog 
rapher, M anuel Gonzales. 
W hen a sked for an outline of his 
pla ns, P rofessor Starr sa id: ‘i shall 
study the little B a tw a pyg m ies and 
ca m p with them in their forest re­ 
trea ts. 
The pyg m ies are in no sense 
apish, us popula rly supposed. The re­

doubt, go fa r to prove tha t they ha ve 
been an uncha ng ed ra ce from their 
crea tion and not a deg enerrte people. 
I sha ll a lso m a ke ¡.u investig a tion of 
the stra ng e yellow and copper hued 
ra ce of A frica ns recently m a de known 
by Sa muel Yeruer, the m issiona ry sei 
entist now iu that country.

They have 
a tra ditiona l testim ony of an unm ixed 
descent for hundreds of yea rs. 
They 
are superior iu ha ndicra ft and culture 
to the na tive bla cks and do not like to 
marry dark women. 
“ There a re about a s m a ny of these 
yellow men in A frica a s there a re ih 
g roes in the U nited Sta tes. 
They a re 
sca ttered through m a ny different tribes.

tended know ledg e in regard to them, 
which can only com e from ca reful and 
prolonged resea rch, such a s I propose 
m aking .

Ndom be’s dom a in is a bout a s la rg e a s 
the sta te of N ew J ersey and conta ins 
som e 100,000 inha bita nts.

A band of som e 300 pyg m ies lives on

edg e of

They dw ell in beehive-like huts, formed 
of bent sticks covered w ith lea ves and 
palm fibers, w ith an opening In the 
bottom ju st la rg e enoug h for them to 
cra w l through. 
The inside would lie

g oods boxes. 
This cramped pla ce shel­ 
ters a man, w ife and h a lf a dozen chil­ 
dren.

Sa m uel Yerner, now a w a iting Pro­ 
fessor Sta rr’s a rriva l to introduce him 
to K ing N dom be.a nd w ho w a s for m a ny 
m onths pra ctica lly a next door neig h­ 
bor to the little black dw a rfs, sa ys the 
entire life of the little people Is given 
up to hunting and fishiqg.

Their principa l w ea pon is the prim itive 
bow, w ith poisoned a rrow s. 
The pyg ­ 
m ies a re often shorter tha n their bows. 
The poison they use Is one of the most 
fa ta l know n. 
It w ill ca use dea th in 
from tw o to five m inutes. 
Som etim es. 
Instead of quick dea th, the wound, if 
indicted upon a person, w ill ca use In­ 
sa nity. 
A lig ht scra tch is sufficient to 
produce m a dness, and finally death by 
convulsions in a bout tw o w eeks. There 
Is no a ntidote yet diseovered for this 
poison. 
M any a pyg m y hunter is so 
expert tha t at seventy-five feet he ca n 
send an a rrow through a rat sca m per­ 
ing full speed a cross the ground. Their 
sen se of sm ell is a s keen a s a dog ’s, 
and much of their g a m e is discovered 
through the medium o f the nose. Their 
peculia r species of dim inutive dog does 


not bark, so a string of wooden bells 
is fa stened about its neck to indicate 
its w herea bouts w hile hunting.
